4. Claims 1 7-22 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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-Regarding to independent claim 1 7, none of prior art of record teaches 
or suggests a method, as claimed, wherein the method comprises procedures 
of storing a user profile of a mobile terminal at a user profile server, the user 
profile including a local directory number for a service, wherein the user profile 
is in communication with an application server; instructing a home location 
register to set an event notification flag to notify the application server 
whenever the mobile terminal changes location; automatically updating the 
local directory number for the service in the subscriber profile whenever the 
mobile terminal changes location; and forwarding the updated local directory 
number to the mobile terminal. 

-Regarding to claim 20, none of prior art of record teaches or suggests a 
system, as claimed, wherein the system comprises devices of storing a user 
profile of a mobile terminal at a user profile server, the user profile including a 
local directory number for a service; instructing a home location register to set 
an event notification flag to notify an application server whenever the mobile 
terminal changes location; automatically updating the local directory number 
for the service in the subscriber profile whenever the mobile terminal changes 
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location; and forwarding the updated local directory number to the mobile 
terminal.
